1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
claimed ophthalmic lens care composition comprises specific ingredients in specific 
proportions. Applicant further provides criticality, commensurate in scope with the 
claimed invention, with respect to the use of phosphate and sodium chloride free 
solution and low levels of PHMB as compared to prior art compositions with phosphate 
and sodium chloride containing and levels of PHMB at least 4 times. Accordingly, the 
prior art of record does not suggest the claimed lens care composition and therefore the 
claims are allowable.
